MORE INDIAN DIFFICULTIES,
Two leading phases of the Indian guestion |
and of the practical difficulty of making a |
gatisfactory disposition of the savages are pro-
gented by Associated Press despatches pub- |
1ished this morning. On the one hand Vin.
cent Collyer, in a letter to the President,
complains bitterly of the wanton cruelty of a
military officer in bombarding an Indian vil-

age in Alaska; and on the other a despatch
from South Fass City, Wyoming Territory,
states that six white citizens have recently
beon massacred, and that n stage coach con.
¢aining s number of important personages
has probably been attaocked by & body of Iln.
dians who were supposed to be peacealils and
“‘friendly,’ a8 they hadrecently heen sent by
General Angur to the region in which they |
committed these ravages. These despatches
illnstrate more forcibly than coluomns
of ocomment the irrepressible nature
of the unceasing conflict between civilization
and barbarism, and the many mntual wrongs
which are inevitably perpetrated when the
pale faces and red men are breught into
direct contact with each other. Army ofil-
cers, and more especially young lieutenants,
are not always models of discretion and
humanity. It is their business to fight.
Their best hope of speedy promotion, like
that of the Indian warriors, depends wupon
distinetion gained in actual confliot, and
when difficulties or disputes arise, they are
naturally predisposed to conquer peace with
the sword or cannon rather than to restore it
by friendly overtures and treaty-making pow-
wows, In Alaska the original wrong was
gerpetrated by an Indian, even according to
the statement of Mr, Collyer, While intoxi-
cated he had severely bitten a woman's finger,
A lientenant was ordered to mrrest the
offender. Mr., Collyer says that “:the
srrest of such a man as this is any day
effeoted by two or three ordinary policemen
in our cities with perfecl ease and qnietness.”
True, but this Indian offender sought refuge
in an Indian village containing an Indian
pepulation of five hundred souls; and Mr.
Collyer appears to be oblivious of the [not
that the aboriginal mind has not been in-
ppired with an instinctive feeling of respect
for the authority which is typified by police-
men. Our officers of justice rarely enceunter |
dlespernte resistance from offenders nuless |
t ey are men of the Haggerty stamp; and if
they are resisted, the bulk of the surround. |
ing population almost invarisbly rallies to |
theirdefense, The policeman who attempted to |
arrest an Indian concealed among awild tribe,
however, would bring npon himself not only
the hostility of the individual offender but of |
all his associates. In fact, the task in qnes-
tion would involve even greater risks anl |
dangers than those connected with the attempt
to arrest the savages of our own oity which
were exemplified in the varied phases of Hag-
gerty's onreor. Consequently Lieutenant
Loucks was eompelled to take soldiers with
him, the soldiers had guns, by aceident the |
command to fire was given pramaturely, the
offending Indian was shot dend on the spot,
all chances of his escape from a prison
van in the fashion ndopted by our savage, |
Haggorty, being thus prevented.

This death |
was instantly avenged by a relative of the :
defunet killing the first white man that he
had a chanee to slay, and 1 return the lien- |
tenant bombardoed with solid shot and shell
the whole village. Mr. Collyer does not say |
how many lives wore destroyed by the bom-
bardment, nor indeed that any destrnetion of |
Indian life resulted from that demonstration.
'he practical result was that the savages
found their habitaliond o terrilily dilapi. |
dated that they were cowpelled to bey for
mercy, and thongh the means adopted to |
humiliste them were perhups unnd@essarily
harsh and croel, still it is likely that |
the anfety of the soldiers of the adjacent mili-
tary post, and certsinly the safety of every
white mwan who ventured beyond the precinets
of the post, depended upon some such hu- |
miliation, The wmilitary officers may have
been husty and indiserect. They do some-
times precipitate conflicts: but a elear judg-
ment of the whole subject can ouly be formed
after ull the attending cireumstunces are fully
made koown, On the other hand, there
does not appear to bhave been a shadow of
excuse for the reported Indian enormities
near South Pass City, The savages had not

peace, and their nnnqwri.ml outbreak is but
one of a long weriea of inaidants
which have given rise to the terrible frontier
maxim that “There is but one good Indian,
and he is dead.”
